I^XPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The members of the Indian Administrative Service stag¬ 
nating at the maximum of the Junior Scale/Senior Time 
Scale/Junior Administrative Grade/Selection Grade/Supertime 
Scale will get one stagnation increment each for every 2 years 
of such stagnation, subject to a maximum of three incre^ 
ments. These increments arc in the nature of Personal Pay 
and are not taken into account for fixation of Pay on pro¬ 
motion to higher posts and for applying the ceiling on pay 
plus special pay. This position is based on the Ministry of 
Finance’s instructions on the subject which are relevant in 
the cases of the Central Government employees. That Minis¬ 
try have taken a decision to count Stagnation increments for 
the purpose of pay fixation on promotion ahio. As their 
orders became effective on Both September, 1993, the Indian 
Administrative Service (Pay) Rules 1954. are also being 
amended accordingly from the same date.

(i. Power to relax.—Wliere the Central Goveiument b of 
ihc opinion that it' is necessary or expedient so to do. it mays 
by ordoi' and for reasons to be rocoi'dcd in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any cla,ss or 
category of persons. 

7. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect rcsciwationa.
